WASHINGTON, April 14.—A situation 


of grave potential seriousness has arisen 
between this country and Mexico over the 
killing and wounding of American citi- 
zens at Douglas, Ariz., yesterday ¢ ring 
a fight between Mexican Federal troops 
and insurrectos at Agua Prieta, just, 
across the international boundary from 
the Arizona town. President Taft was 
prompt to act on the matter to-day when 
@n appeal was made to him by the 
Douglas Chamber’of Commerce, through 


itg Secretary, DH. P. Grindell, who in- 
formed the President by telegraph that 
thousands of Mexican bullets fell in the 
American town and that citizens were 
wounded in thelr homes, 

By the direct orders of the President 
strong representations have been made 
to the Mexican Government in the mat- 
ter, and the insurgents have been no- 
tifled through the Department of Jus- 
tice that there must be no recurrence 
of the affair. The insurgents have made 
prompt expression of regret and have 
promised that so far as they are con- 
cerned there shall be no further cause for 
offense. They have also Ceclared that 
they will exercise great cer: about cross- 
Ing the boundary. : 

By the Presiden.’s Girection the Act- 
ing Secretary of State, Huntington Wil- 
son, haS sent to the Mexican Government 
an urgent message in which it is given 
to understand that yesterday's outrage 
will be treated as an incident, but any 
similar occurrences will be dealt with ag 
a National affront. The Mexicans are ad- 
vised that hereafter they should make 
choice of such positions in milifary en- 
gagements aS will avoid drawing fire from 
the insurrectos in, such a way that the 
missiles will cross the 4nternationa!l 
boundary, and that their own fire must 
not be in the direction of American soil, 
where it may cause loss of life or en- 
danger American citizens. The President, 
with the situation so acute, a.id in. the 
presence of a popylar Sensitiveness in 
Mexico as to American interference, does 
not desire to subject the present friendly 
relations of the two countries to any 
strain, but he took a positive position. 

The Agua Prieta affair was the subfect 
of a conference of the President, Secre- 
tary Dickinson, and Attorney General 
Wickersham, and later of the President 
and Acting Secretary of State Wilson, ac- 
companied by the Solicitor of the State 
Department, Mr. Clark. 

To Give Warning on Border. 


By the President’s directions the Secre- 
tary of War has ordered Brig. Gen. 
Tasker H. Bliss, itn command of the 
American patrol force, where the fight- 
ing occurred yesterday, to prevent as far 
as possible any repetition of such menace 
to American citizens. When the regular 
forces of the Mexican army approach thea 
ooundary our army officers are to be sent 
to warn them against directing their fire 
in the direction of American soil. and also 
against taking any position which will 
draw fire from the insurrectos in that @i- 
rection. As this Government ean not deal 
with the insurrectos through the usual 
channels of the Staté Department the 
President has asked the Attorney General 
to direct the United States District Ate 
torney and United States Marshal to get 
in communication through Deputy Mar- 
shais with the insurrecto forces when 
they get near the boundary and tell them | 
that they must not let their fire endanger ~ 
the lives of persons on this side of the 
line.

The Mexican situation was rendered 
still more> acute to-day by the intelli- 
gence that British marines had been land-- 
ed in Lower California to give protection” 
to a town from an insurgent attack. This 
|mews came from Mr, Schmucker, Ameri- 
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can Consul at Ensenada, who telegraphed 
to the Department of State that the Brit- 
ish naval vessel Shearwater landed thirty 
men and a Maxim gun at San Quentif, 
125 miles south of that place, to protect 
the town from the insurgents, but when 
the attack did not materialize the force 
was returned to the vessel, which then 
proceeded to Ensenada, arriving there this 
morning. The commander told the Amef- 
ican Consul what he had done. 

The landing of these British marines 
was also considered at the conference 
held at the White House. It is under- 
etood that this Government will not un- 
dertake to question the right of any pow- 
er to land its forces on the soil of Mexico 
for the purpose of protecting its citizens 
in that country. The reason assigned for 
the landing in Dewer California by the 
British has given this Government seri- 
ous concern, as it appears to have been 
for the protection of a town against at- 
tack by insurgents, and it is not known 
whether there were British citizens there 
who were in danger or not. It is recog- 
nized that so long as the Mexican Gov- 
ernment is not able to maintain order and 
this Government does not desire to inter- 
fere to restore order, there is no, other 
course of action +but to assent to the

interests of British, German, or French 
subjects. : 

The ‘Mexican Government, according to 
the view at the State Department, will be 
held accountable for the*loss of life and 
injury to Americans at Douglas.

As soon as official reports upon the 
fighting and the casualties sustained by 
Americans shall have been received, rep- 
resentations will be made to the Mexican 
Government, it is said, and in due course 
the claims of those injured will be pre- 
sented.

MILITIA MEN TO THE FRONT. 
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Second Detail to See the Manoeuvres 
at San Antonio and San Diego. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—True to its

DOUBTS INJURY TO BONDS 





Market Value of State or Municipal 
Securities Wouldn't Be Affected, 
Says the Governor. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 14.—Gov. Dix to-day 
sent his answer to the communication re- 
ceived from Mayor Gaynor of New York, 
in which the latter came out in opposition 
to the concurrent resolution now pending 
before the Legislature, which if passed 
would have the effect of ratifying Presi- 
dent Taft’s proposed amendment to the 
Federal Constitution permitting the United 
States Congress to levy a tax on incomes 
from whatever source derived. Gov. Dix 
tells the Mayor that he is heartily in 
favor of the resolution, and that he feels 


in duty bound to. ‘‘endeavor in every 
honorable way’”’ to bring about its speedy 
ratification, 

The Democratic State Convention last 
Fall adopted a platform which pledged 
the party to the speedy passage of the 
income tax resolution in the event of a 
Democratic Legislature being elected. The 
Governor invokes this clause as one 
ground for his advocacy of the income tax 
resolution, but he declares also that he 
has a sincere belief in the ‘justice and 
economic soundness’’ of the Federal in- 
come tax. 

Gov. Dix’s letter says in part: 


For many years the principle underlying 
an income tax has. commended itself to 
me. It seems~ axiomatic that the first 
duty of a citizen is to pay or contribute 
toward, the cost of Government according 
to-his financial ability. The measure or 
amount of one’s income may not be an 
absolutely perfect or infallible standard of 
abflity on which to assess and col- 
lect a Federal tax, but it certainly con- 
stitutes an approximation to a just stand- 
ard, and is the only practicable and work- 
able plan of a National tax other than 
taxes on production and consumption, which 
can be devised and enforced by the Federal 
Government. 

I cannot agree with those who maintain 
that the proposed constitutional amendment 
should be defeated, because of the possibill- 
ty that it empowers the National Govern- 
ment to tax the income of State and munici- 
pal bonds. This interpretation is doubted by 
many authorities: but even if it were valid, 
the amendment, in my opinion, should still 
be approved. 

Assuming that the amendment will be 
ratified by the necessary three-fourths of 
the States and thereby become an integral 
part of the United States Constitution, the 
income: tax it authorizes can be imvnosed 
only by the vote of Congress. The States 
are fully represented in both houses of 
Congress, and in the Senate equal! repre- 
sentation and vote is given each State. 

How, then, can a Federal income tax 
be imposed which could be oppressive In its 
effect on State and municipal bonds, with- 
out the consent of a majority of the States? 
Is it possible that the States through their 
Representatives in Congress would vote an 
unjust and destructive tax upon thefr own 
credit and securities? 

Assuming that the broadest possiole in- 
terpretation were given the amendment by 
Congress, and that the tax should be levied 
anf collected on State and municipal bonds, 
would the burden be oppressive and the ef- 
fect injurious upon the credit and bonds of 
the States and municipalities? The tax 
would be levied on the income derived from 
the bonds, not on their face value or théir | 
market value 

The Federal income tax of 1904 provided 
for a tax of 2 per cent. On this basis, the 
Federal tax would be $2 on each $100 of in- 
come received from the bonds. The owner 
of $100,000 4 per cent. State or municipal 
bonds would receive an income of $4,000, on 
which his tax toward the support of the 
National Government would be $5 n 
amount so small as to make the income tax 
a negligible quantity in ita effect on_ the 
price of the bonds. 

If the exemption of State and municipal 
bonds from a Federal income tax was fj- 
nancially important and gave to State and 
municipal securities a material advantage, 
when compared with private and corporate 
securities, what would be the effect on other 
forms of investments, say in real estate, 
commercial, and financial enterprises, rail- 
road development, and productive indus- 
tries? Would there not be a transfer of 
capital to the favored securities that would 
inflict loss upon owners of other securities 
and property and seriously handicap busi- 

ness undertakings of every sort? 

The exemption of income from State and 
municipal bonds from a tax imposed upon 
incomes from real property, from tndustrial 
enterprises, and from private and corporate 
securities, might easily create a grievance 

that would merit attention %&nd require a 

remedy. In modern States whero the income 

tax is a settled and vital factor in the Na- 
tional fiscal system, a4ncomes from Govern- 
ment securities are subject to tax. 
Fortunately, the income tax is not a 
partisan or political question. The amend- 

ment, in its present form, originated with a 

Republican President and received almost 

unanimous approval from Democrats and 

Republicans in Congress.

Mayor Gaynor based his opposition to 
the Federal ratification of the income tax 
resolution passed by Congress on the 
ground that it contained the words ‘‘ from 
whatever source derived,” thus leaving in- 
comes from State and municipal bonds at 
the mercy of the Federal Tax Collector. 
This was the argument used by Gov. 
Hughes when he sent a message to the 
last legislature urging that body to vote 
against ratifying the proposed amendment 
to the Federal Constitution. 

At the last session of the Legislature 
a concurrent resolution identical with the 
one now pending before the lawmaking 
body was passed in the Senate by one vote 
and defeated in the Assembly by the same 
narrow margin. 

The income tax resolution will be one of 
the first among the important measures 
to be considered by the Legislature when 
that body reconvefies on Monday.

French Portraitists Attract Marked 
Attention by Ultra-Refinements 
of Color and Line.

PARIS, April 14.—Frankly speaking, 
this year’s exhibition of the Société 
des Beaux Arts, which opens its doors 
to the general public on Monday, is only 
a clear demonstration that the reason 
| for the existence of a “new Salon“ has 
;ceased. There are no ultra-modern 
lw orks, no new ideas, and nothing very 
prominent in it, although there is a 
certain unity of purpose, which, how- 
}ever, results only in monotony. The 
general tendency is towar@ smaller can- 
vases, some enormous decorations by 
Besnard and Mesnard being among the 
few exceptions. 

As usual, the foreign element is well 
represented. American painters are 
conspicuous by their good work. Fred- 
erick Frieseke shows some cheerful 
studies of sunlight and green leaves 
and a large canvas with two girls at a 
dressing table, which is very refined in 
color. Walter Gay’s supply of furni- 
ture seems inexhaustible, and his skill 
at painting it increases yearly. Myron 
Barlow. sees his figure compositions this 
year in tones of mauve, while in 1910 
they were revealed to him in blue. From 
both points of view they are charming, 
although a trifle monotonous. 

Eugene Paul Ullmann has two small 
pictures, very cleverly treated. Elisa- 
beth Nourse shows four. One, an in- 
terior, with a figure reflected in an open 
window, is especially interesting. Filor- 
ence Este, in ‘‘Un Horizon Breton.” 
presents one of her characteristic com- 
positions of sky, water, and trees, the 
ensemble showing intense poetical feel- 
ing.

Aman Jean shows two portraits and 
three decorations in his usual graceful 
style. ‘“‘ La Saltambanque,” a young wo- 
man in a mauve harlequin costume, is 
especially attractive in line and coior. 
Caro del Vaille has this year only one 
exhibit, a procession of pagan lovers, 
bringing offerings of fruit and flowers 
to the altar of Eros. The tone of this 
painting is extremely beautiful. Le 
Sidanier is at his best in six moonlight 
themes, full of*subdued color. Alfred 
Rott, President of the society, depicts 
the liberator, José de San Martino, on 
horseback. ‘This work is to be repro- 
duced in Gobelin tapestry for presenta- 
tion to the Argentine Republic. A sym- 
bolic picture is supplied by Alfred 
Agache, a scarlet draped figure, with 
an enigmatic expression, in the act of 
lifting one of the many masks which it 
holds ready under a cloak. The alle- 
gorical woman perhaps represents man- 
kind. The title, “More Masks,/Than 
One,” is amply justified. 

The last of the few canvases likely to 
collect a cre@wd of onlookers is by Louis 
Gillot, known as “the French: Turner.” 
+It is called ‘‘ The Factory,” and with 
its roaring furnaces, its weird effects 
of steam and smoke upon water in the 
background, is a forcible expression of 
activity, strength, and life. 

The sculpture section, while harmon- 
izing withthe pictures in a general 
lack of real interest, is dominated by 
the genius of Rodin, who exhibits an 
impressive group representing an 
“Expiring Youth.”

FLEAS MAY CARRY PLAGUE. 


Dr. Petrie Finds Them on a Species 
of Marmot in Manchuria.

Special Cable to THp NEW YORK TIMEs. 

LONDON, April 14.—A Peking dis- 
patch to The London Times says that 
Dr. Petrie of the Lister Institute, the 
British delegate to the plague confer- 
ence, who is at Mukden, has discovered 
thirty-six fleas of a very large size on 
twelvé marmots. This is an important 
discovery, and provides the probable 
explanation of the method by which the 
plague infection is conveyed from the 
marmot to man. 

In an article commenting on the dis- 
patch The Times says: “ All the med- 
ical experts on the spot agreed that the 
plague epidemic originated among a 
species of marmot which exists in great 
numbers in the country traversed by 
the Manchurian Railway. If the mar- 
mot theory was correct it became im- 
portant to discover how the infection 
was originally transmitted to human 
beings. Dr. Petrie has now demonstrat- 
ed that the marmot is the host of fleas, 
presumably as a prelude to seeking to 
establish that in Manchuria the marmot 
flea has to a limited extent played the 
same part as the rat flea in India. 

“The discovery was not unexpected, 
but it was by no means a foregone con- 
clusion. There are 400 
species of fleas, moreover, and only one 
or two of these species up till now has 
been proved, to disse; ninate the plague.”

LONDON, Apri! 14.—The British cap- 
ital witnessed to-day a religious cere- 
mony which has no precedent in the 
annals of Protestantism. 

After the Reformation the Anglican 
Mohurch abandoned the practice of 
street processions, probably with a view 
to differentiating the reformed religion 
from that of Rome, and until to-day 
there had been no example since fhe

Following the élergy 
were all classes of laymen—city men, in 
frock coats and top hats; artisans, in 
their Sunday best, and portly church 
wardens, ‘with massive gold chains. 
About the middle of the long proces- 
sion the Bishop of London walked, pre- 
ceded by a priest, carrying the crozier. 
One part of the Strand and Fleet Street 
remained open for traffic, and the con- 
trast between the procession and the 
file of vehicles, among wiiich were lum- 
bering motor ‘buses ana tooting taxi- 
cabs, was somewhat incongruous. 

The procession was preliminary to a 
solemn service of supplication for, the 
nation in,this coronation year, which 
was held in St. Paul’s. Many compari-

among Democratic friends of the Cana- 
dian agreement, and Mr. McCall will ap- 
ortion his five hours among. the Repub- 
ican friends of the measure.

It is expected that the debate will last 
about three days.

AFFIDAVITS FROM VICTIMS 





Dealers Tell of Threats Made by Har- 
lem Hebrew Retail Grocers’ Associa- 
tion—District Attorney Has Case. 





The District Attorney’s office is inves- 
tigating an alleged food trust which, it is 
charged in complaints made to Assistant 
District Attorney George A. Lavelle, con- 
trols about 800 small retail grocers in 
Harlem, the lower east side, part of the 
Bronx, and Brownsville in Brooklyn. No 
action has been taken by the District At- 
torney’s office, and Mr. Lavelle declined 
last night to discuss the case, 

It-is known, however, that several affi- 
davits have been submitted to Mr. La- 


velle charging that the Harlem Hebrew | 


Retail Grocers’ Association is a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade; that it has 
throttled competition by fines and intimi- 
dation, and has eye*cised a boycott to 
force recalcitrant members to do its bid- 
ding in the matter of maintaining a fixed 
standard of prices. 

The attention of the District Atterney’s 
office was called to the alleged trust by 
Bernard H. Sandler, a lawyer who has 


spent more than five weeks in gathering | 


evidence in support of his assertions and 
in preparing it in affidavit form for sub- 
mission to Mr. Lavelle.

Sandler, in his affidavit, declares that the 
association has levied tribute on various 
wholesalers, stating: 

‘An instance of this is a circular calling 
a special meeting of the association for 
Wednesday, March 29, 1911, which circu- 
lar is in my possession, and which sets 
forth that a certain firm of bakers has 
made a substantial donation to the asso- 
ciation, and therefore all members of the 
association should patronize the firm.’”’ 

Mr. Sandler adds: 

‘“‘It was with great difficultv that the 
affidavits herein were obtained because 
the signers of the affidavits have ex- 
pressed themselves in constant fear of 
personal violence from the officers of the 
association who, when calling on an of- 
fending grocer, are usually accompanied 
by a great number of rough-looking men 
who intimidate and threaten the grocers.”’

All the delay 
was worth while to have such a proposition forthcoming, and so was all the discussion. 
of any projected solution of the rapid transit problem that other plans may be dismissed as negligible quanti- 
ties. And too sanguine by much more than half are those who suppose that, even considered as a mere club, 
it will provoke anything better from the Interborough. That is not among the possiblities. 

Upon the merits of the case, pure and simple, let the matter be determined. With anything less than 
that the public will not be satisfied.

Marks Left by a Safe Robber Lead to 
the Arrest of a Negro Employe. 


After examining the finger prints of.250 
employes and comparing them with marks 
found on a safe which had been looted, 
detectives yesterday arrested 
Roberts, a negro porter, of 2,154 Fifth 
Avenue. The safe looted was in the office 
of Abraham Steinhardt & Brothers, manu- 
facturers of novelties and belts, at 512 
Broadway. 

The safe was robbed between 6 o'clock 
and midnignt Wednesday. When the 
first employes arrived yesterday they 
found that the safe had been broken into. 
and Inspector Russell was notified, and an 
investigation was started. 

The safe had been opened by the com- 
bination, which afterward had _ been 
broken off. The inner cash drawer was 
smashed, and from it S683 and a gold 
watch and chain had been taken. The 
drawer used by the cashier in an adjoin- 
ing room had been broken open, but there 
Was no money in this. 

Concluding that the burglary was an 
‘‘inside’’ job, Inspector Russell sent Lieut. 
Faurot to investigate. The Lieutenant 
found three finger imprints, one on the 
safe cash drawer and the other two on 
the combination. 

Faurot then took finger prints of the 
employes, and after working nearly all 
night comparing the imprints of the em- 
ploves and those found on the safe, he 
found that those of the porter agreed in 
detail with those on the safe.

LEMON PROBLEM FOR CURTIS. 


Treasury Official Studies Question of 
Inspection ef Cargoes Here. 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury J. 
S. Curtis spent yesterday in discussing 
with Collector Loeb, Surveyor Henry, and 
Francis W. Bird, the new Appraiser, ad- 
ministration problems at this port. Late 
in the day he returned to Washington, ac- 
companied by Mr. Bird. 

One of the questions Mr. Curtis has 
taken up is the allowance for rot in assess- 
ing the duties upon imported lemons. It 
had been the intention of Mr. Curtis to 
inspect a lemon cargo, but none was being 
handled here yesterday. He will return 
to New York next week when an impor- 
tation of lemons arrives. 

The California lemon growers want the 
Government to inspect entire cargoes of 
lemons rather than 10 per cent., which is 
the rule at present. It is on the basis of 
the 10 per cent. examination that the al- 
lowance for rot in assessing duty is ar- 
rived at. The California growers demand 
the examination of all crates In a cargo. 
The importers declare that the unpacking 
of boxes injures’the lemons, and boxes so 
broken into have to be sold at a discount. 
The duty on lemons is 14% cents a pound. 

Another matter which engages Mr. Cure 
tis’'s attention is the automatic scales. 
Twenty of them have been ordered for 
this port. Nine are now in operation and 
two are ready for delivery. Only one of 
the working scales, however, has been ac- 
cepted, and that after exhaustive tests.

The playing schedule of the New’ York 
National League team will not be_inter- 
rupted by the burning of the stands at 
the Polo Grounds early Friday morning, 
because yesterday the Directors of the 
New-York National League Club decided 
to. take advantage of the offer of Presi- 
dent» Frank J. Farrell of the New York 
American League Club to use American 
League Park while the Yankees are play- 
ing away from home. Brooklyn will play 
on the hilltop to-day, the game beginning 
at 3:30 o'clock. 

To bring this arrangement about it was 
necessary to get a two-thirds vote of the 
National League Presidents, and Presi- 
dent Thomas J. Lynch of the National 
League obtained this vote by wire. Ali 
the Presidents sent condolences over the 
misfortune to the Giants, and readily 
consented to have the National League 
teams play on the grounds of the Amerti- 
can League, which presents a new situa- 
tion in major league baseball, 

Early yesterday President Charles H. 
Ebbets of the Brooklyn team, which. is 
playing in Boston, wired President Brush 
offering Washington Park to the Giants 
for their games. Mr. Ebbets’s telegram 
was: 

Words fail me to adequately express my 
feelings for your great loss. I am confi- 
dent vou will rise, Phoenixlike, above it 


all. It goes without saying that Washing- 
ton Park is at your disposal. 


As the Brooklyn series begins with the 
Giants to-day, the National League de- 
cided that it would be fairer to each 
team to play the games on neutral 
Srounds. If the Giants did accept the 
Brooklyn offer, they could play there only 
until April 20, because on that date the 
Superbas open the.’season with Boston.

The Directors of the New York Club 
held a long conference yesterday, but it 
was announced that nothing had been de- 
cided about rebuilding. One of the offi- 
cials said it was not likely that steel and 
concrete stands would be erected, because 
the lease which the club has on the prop- 
erty trom the Coogan estate has only a 
few years to run, and the city contem- 
plates building streets through the prop- 
erty. ‘ 

resident John T. Brush did not take 
part in the, meeting, for he js ill, and the 
iOsS Of the baseball plant which he has 
taken so long to build up and in which he 
took a great deal of pride, was a hard 
blow to him. . 

Secretary Gray said that the club offi- 
clals had been so busy arranging for the 
transfer of the games to American 
League Park that little thought had been 
Biven to rebuilding. .

‘*I don’t Ike to say that any 
liberately set fire to the Pvio Grounds,” 
he said to Deputy Fire Marshal 
Gregory, ‘ but there is no other explana- 
tion. 

“There isn't a drop of oil or gasoline 
ground. The oil for the watchmen's lan- 
terns is stored far from the scene of the 
fire and could not possibly have caused 
the blaze. Nor is it possible that a 
smoldering blaze could have started in 
the daytime. Twenty-eight watchmen 
were going the rounds all day just to 
watch for such fires, and none of them 
saw an inkling of smoke.”

FRIEND BRINGS HIM HOME 





Former Brooklyn Man Finds $27,730 
Awaiting Him Here—Returns to 
New Virginia Home. 





Ralph A. Clarke,'a clothier in Flatbush 
Avenue, Brooklyn, five years ago, who 
was then declared insane by the courts 
and put in an asylum but escaped, re- 
turned to Brooklyn yesterday a wealthy 
man to be declared sane by the Supreme 
Court and receive another fortune, which 


1! had been held in trust for him in his ab- 


sence. For most of this time Clarke had 
lived in Virginia, where in the City of 
Richmond he was known as B. R. Benton. 

Clarke’s story of how he built up his 
health, principally through hard out-door 
work, and amassed a fortune while his 
relatives in this city and the courts re- 
garded him as insane, interested Justice 
Blackmar, before whom the proceedings 
to have him declared sane and restore him 
his fortune were brought. 

Upon the application of Mrs. Adelaide 
Johnson of Canada, his sister, and Walter 
S. Clarke, his brother, Justice Dickey 
found Clarke insane in June, 1906, and 
committed him to the Amityville Asylum, 
Mrs. Johnson was made the committee of 
Clarke’s person and estate, which was 
converted into cash, amounting to $25,- 
000, and put in trust with the Hamilton 
Trust Company. Interest increased it 
to $27,730.

Up the State as 
well as here there is 
Bh growing antag- 
onism to big advertis- 
ing signs, and efforts 
are making, without any marked success, 
as yet, to find a way of curbing this ob- 
noxious form of business enterprise. In 
Rochester, for instance, a huge billboard 
across the street from ohe of the high 
schools has awakened the indignation of 
many people, and so strongly was this 
feeling manifested that the Board of 
Aldermen took the matter up. Their Law 
Committee reported that the erection of 
such signs was already forbidden within the 
fire limits, as adding to the danger of con- 
flagration, but as regards signs outside of 
those limits, as the one in question is, they 
didn’t see that anything could be done ex- 
cept to pass an ordinance requiring all 
billboards over seven feet in height to be 
made of non-inflammable materials. This 
has been done, but not much mitigation 
of the abuse is expected to result from it. 

The problem is a difficult one, and it 
probably will not be'solved until the real 
objection to the signs—their ugliness—is 
made the basis of attack and is proved to 
be a valid argument against their exist- 
ence. This, we think, can be done, elther 
now %r soon. Of course there can be no 
thought of abolishing all signs. To de- 
mand, however, that none of them shall 
Seriously affront the eyes of fairly well 
civilized people is not less justifiable than 
are other demands the legitimacy of 
which has long been recognized by the 
law. We do not allow men to conduct 
businesses that give rise to evil odors, 
except in places where the few neighbors 
are made tolerant, by self-interest, and 
we even put restrictions on the amount 
and quality of noise that a man shall 
make on his own property, if that prop- 
erty happens to be where quiet is custom- 
ary and desirable. 

Sensitive eyes have as much right to 
protection as sensitive noses and ears, 
and it cannot be true that nothing can 
be done about a sign if only there is no 
danger of its falling down or burning 
up. AS a matter of fact, moreover, the 
value of these signs does not come from 
the use of owned or rented land, but from 
the use they make of all the land from 
which they can be seen, including the 
Streets.

THE CONVICT. 


Agencies Are Trying to Rescue Those 
Who Have Explated Their Gullit. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your correspondent ‘‘O. A.,’* in the issue of 
THH Times of April 12, asks, ‘‘Is there any 
work whatever open to the man who has 
served a term in prison; or is he not simply 
compelled to return to his old ways and old 
associates?’’ The question suggests a pathetic 
picture, and is well asked. 

To-day agencies like the New York Prison 
Association are endeavoring to find positions 
for the graduates of our penal institutions, 
and have the hearty co-operation of many 
employers and. labor unions, but the difficulty 
lies deeper than any lack of Opportunity for 
work. 

Many of those convicted of crime have come 
to ¢rime through inability to meet industrial 
conditions. Incarceration separates these men 
from their families and deprives them of all 
sense. of responsibility for their maintenance, 
because they themselves become the property 
of the State, and ag such have no definite 
right to return for their labor. 

On entering prison they are inefficient indus- 
trially, and in many prisons (especially those 
in States where the contract system prevails) 
their work is such that no job can be found 
for them when they come out, elther because 
of the peculiarity of trade conditions or the 
fact that it Is a woman’s trade. 

Adequate industrial training in our penal 
institutions, under proper instructors, encour- 
aged by a fair wage, which ghall go to the 
dependent members of their families or to 
those against whom their crime was commit- 
ted, would do much to prepare prisoners for 
their freedom and to insure their ability to fill 
those positions which the sympathetic public 
is only too giad to place at their disposal.

DR. DUNNELL LEAVING 


Retires on. Easter Sunday. to 
a Quiet Home in Red Bank, 
After 40 Years of Service. 








HONORS FROM MANY SIDES 





Several Military Organizations, Knights 
of Palestine, and Masonic Lodge 
Coming to Take Farewell. 





After a ministry of forty years as rector | 
of All Saints’ Church, at Henry and Scam- 
mel Streets, the Rev. Dr. William Nichols 
Dunnell will retire on Easter Sunday. 
Bishop Greer will officiate at the confir- 
mation services in the afternoon, and sev- 
eral military organizations, whose Chap- 
lain Dr. Dunnell was for many years, will 
attend to bid him farewell. He will take 
farewell of his congregation in a@ sermon 
Sunday night. Thereafter Dr. Dunnell, ° 
who is now &6 years old, will rest in a’ 
quiet home in Redbank, N. J. 

The congregation isn’t the same congre- 
gation to-which Dr. Dunnell came forty 
years ago. Even In the last ten years its 
complexion has changed completely. When 
Dr, Dunnell came there in November, 1871, 
the neighborhood was chiefly populated 
by Irish, of both Roman Catholic and 
Protestant faiths. The old, gray, granite 
church—which is just a year older than | 
thse rector himself—has a seating capacity 
of 1,300. In those days every seat was 
filled. Since then the membership has 
shrunk greatly. First the Germans moved 
into the district, then came a Jewish pop~ 
ulation which, with the sudden exodus 
from Russia, grew so great as to absorb 
the entire neighborhood, crowding the 
former residents uptown or over to Brook . 
lyn. Baptist, Methodist, and Reformed* 
Churches; all gradually became depleted 
and moved away, but the old Churoh of 
All Saints remained, tolling its bell. to 
fewer ani fewer heeding ears, but sums 
moning as in the past to prayer.

We make these pre- 
dictions on the basis of forty years of 
observations, but they often go astray. For 
instance,” he said, with a reminiscent 
smile, *‘ we said that Mr. Taft's inaugural 
day would be clear.

John Jackson Comes Here to Lecture 
on Invitation of American Committee. 








John Jackson, F. R. G. 8., was @ pas- 
Senger on the Cunard liner Lusitania, 
which got in yesterday from Liverpool 
He is Organizing Secretary of the Mis- 
sion to Lepers in India and the Eas 
He comes to America at the invitation 0 
the American Committee of the Mission

tour of the country. 

‘The professors are now able to make 
cultures, and this is the first step In dis- 
coveries which will lead to the cure of 
the disease,’ said Mr. Jackson, who has 
spent fifteen years working among the 
lepers in the Far East. ‘* Much credit for.. 
this advance is due to American physi- 
cians in Burope. The idea that leprosy 
is due to fish eating I believe is not true. 
I know thousends of lepers who were 
not fish eaters. The theory that leprosy 
is hereditary is also untrue, for among 
vur workers are many children of lepers 
who are untainted.’’ 

lie said the mission maintains fifty- 
two asylums in “Birma, China, Japan, and 
Korea; twenty homes for untainted chil- 
dren, and thirty stations. Forty-three 
hundred lepers are dependent upon the 
mission, and there are 3,000 lepers who 
profess Christianity. 

Mr. Jackson told of frightful conditions. 
in the leper colonies in China, where 
no sanitation or hygiene has been in- 
troduced. ‘‘“After all my experience,’’ 
he said, ‘“‘I was nearly overcome in the 
last leper coiony I visited.’’

BEGAN CAREER WITH CIRCUS

Put Real Characters from His New 
Hampshire Home in Play That 
Made Him Famous. 


—— 





WEST SWANZEY, N. H., April 14.— 
Denman Thompson, the actor whose por- 
trayal of Jeshua Whitcomb in his play, 
“The Old Homestead,’ made him fa- 
mous, died at his country estate here 
early to-day. .Mr. Thompson was 78 years 
old. He had been ill of heart disease 
and uraemia since last month: Yesterday 
he had.a relapse and last evening he be- 
came unconsclous. 

Gathered about the bedside of the ven- 
erable actor when the end came were a 
number of his closest relatives, including 
his two daughters, Mrs. Kilpatrick and 
Mrs. McFarland. 

The funeral services, which at the re- 
quest of Mr. Thompson will be simple 
and open to the public, will be held from 
his late homestead here on Sunday after- 
noon at 2:30 o’clock. The officiating 
clergyman will be the Rev. H. Sumner 
Mitchell of the Unitarian Church .at 
Keene. The obsequies over the body of 
the-aged actor will be held in the little 
cemetery here. As it Is expected that 
many of the actor's friends will attend the 
services, the family have engaged a spe- 
cial train to run from Keene to this place, 


For more than a quarter of a century 
Denman Thompson played Joshua Whit- 
comb ih ‘‘ The Old Homestead,” but his 
close association with the part is hardly 
explained even by that record, Joseph 
Jefferson was quite as faithful to Rip 
Van Winkle and Lewis Morrison to Me- 
phistopheles, but neither of them con- 
ceived the characters which they for so 
long interpreted or lived so much amid 
the scenes they portrayed. 

Mr. Thompson was not born in Swanzey, 
N. H., but lived the most important part 
of his boyhood there. He was born on 
Oct. 15, 1833, in Beech Wood, Erie County, 
Penn., but his father and mother came 
from Swanzey, and when he was 14 years 
of age moved back there. Mr. Thompson, 
Sr.. was a carpenter, and the future 
actor, when he was not at school at Mount 
Caesar Seminary. worked at the bench 
and learned to love the country and the 
quaint people to be found in its quiet 
farms. 

Still he was ambitious, and when he was 
17 vears old he started off to Boston, 
much like Reuben in his famous play, to 
find his fortune. His first job was with 
Tryon’s circus, and for a time he made 
himself generally useful at bill dis- 
tributing, caring for stock, and the like. 
His salary was $38 a week and board and 
lodging, the accommodation provided being 
a shake-down in the pole wagon and the 
rough fare of the performers. He went 
so far in the circus business as to join a 
troupe of acrobats, but fortune did not 
smile on him, and for a time he followed 
the calling of a bellboy in Adams’s Hotel, 
Boston. 

Within short time, however, young 
Thompson was again within the flare of 
the footlights, but this time of the legiti- 
mate drama. He became a super in the 
Howard Atheneum, Boston, and as he 
carried a Spear as a Roman soldier or 
stood about the stage

tion got his first inkling of the theatrical 
art. He could at any rate boast that he 
had been one of Miss Charlotte Cushman’s 
support in her Lady Macbeth. 

He came to New York, but could only 
find a job as doorkeeper for a collection 
of pictures, and was glad enough to take 
the offer of a place as an assistant with 
his uncle in his dry goods store in Lowell, 
Mass. Lowell, however, possessed at that 
time a museum, and young Thompson 
spent so much time there that his uncle 
came to the conclusion that after all the 
stage was his vocation, and let him have 
his own way. His first speaking part was 
as the Oarsman in ‘‘ The French Spy” 
in 1852. and two years later, after a brief 
engagement in Cleveland, Ohio, he began 
his connection with the stock company 
of the Royal Lyceum Theatre, Toronto, 
where he first made his name. 

In 1857 he appeared as Uncie Tom, and 
he was always fond of remembering his 
impersonation of Sir Lucius O'’Trigger to 
Robson’s Bobacres in ‘‘ The Rivals.’’ He 
made a trip to England in 1862 with the 
idea of producing “* The Octoroon,’’ but 
fortune was not very propitious, and he 
returned to Toronto and the Royal Ly- 
ceum stock company. In 1868 he left the 
stage for a time for business, but was 
back on the boards again in 1871, touring 
the country in a number of productions, 
with no special success till in 1875 his 
great idea struck him. 

He was laid up with rheumatism, an old 
enemy, in Pittsburg, when it occurred to 
him that the tvpical old farmer had never 
been adequately placed on the stage. He 
at once elaborated the idea and worked 
out the scenarios of a twenty-five min- 
utes’ sketch of rural life. To get his 
characters he went back to the old home 
town, and he even took the names of some 
of them from the men and women that he 
had known as a lad in the New Hamp- 
shire hills. 

Joshua 
Thompson's old 


Whitcomb was named after 
uncle Joshua, and Capt. 
Otis Whitcomb after an honest, square- 
dealing farmer. Cy Prime and Len Hol- 
brook were drawn from the very life, and 
from a veteran, Gen. James Wilson, were 
borrowed traits that helped to build up 
another of the characters of the sketch. 
Joshua Whitcomb was produced for the 
first time in Mariin’s Variety Theatre, 
Pittsburg. For eleven years Thompson 
stuck to his sketch. and presented it for 
the first time in New York in September, 
1878, at the Lyceum Theatre on Four- 
teenth Street. 

In 188 Thompson 
Whiteomb could be 
play for a full evening’s entertainment. 
The idea came to him at Lock Haven, 
Penn., as with George W. Ryer, his busi- 
ness manager, he was traveling from one 
town to another and was discussing what 
play he should put on next. 

“The Old Homestead’’ was written, 
and Mr. Thompson formed a partnership 
for its production with J. M. Hill, a Chi- 
cago merchant, which lasted for six years, 
and was so profitable that when it ter- 
minated it could show a clear profit of 
$400,000. The play was produced at the 
Boston Theatre in April, 1883. It ran for 
four successive seasons in this city, 18S88- 
91, and Mr. Thompson only appeared again 
in one play. He tried it for two nights, 
found it a failure, and returned at once to 
his old favorite. 

Mr. Thompson gradually cut out all but 
the principal cities from his route, and 
during the Winker of 1910 he created a 
short sketch something like old Joshua 
Whitcomb, which he layed for two 
months in vaudeville. This year he start- 
ed out again with the full play, with the 
idea of appearing in this city, Phila- 
delphia, Washington, and Boston, but 
rheumatism overtook him and he was 
forced to give the idea up. 

Once he was asked how the Swanzey 
folk took the idea of being put into a 
play, and whether they had gone to see 
‘The Old Homestead.”’ 

“They all came to see me when I was 
in Keene,” he replied, ‘‘ except the min- 
ister. He went over to Concord to see me, 
Sun where the Lord would not see

No one has computed how many thou- 
sand persons saw ‘‘ The Old Homestead,” 
but it is supposed that it took in $3,000,- 
000. It is not a great play in its plot or 
its construction, but it is clean and whole- 
some, 

Mr. Thompson married in 1860 Miss 
Maria Bellou, who died in 1904. He is 
survived by three chiidren—Mrs. W. lI. 
Kirkpatrick, Mrs. BE. A. McFarland, and 
Franklin Thompson. As he acquired a 
competency he bought a farm in Swanzey 
itself, and there he settled down as the 
most esteemed resident of the neighbor- 
hood. Billiards was his favorite recrea- 
tion till rheumatism deprived him even of 
that, and it was a familiar sight to see 
him sitting at the door of the old home- 
stead in a deep easy chair with a row of 
neighbors on either side. listening to tha 
old man's never failing reminiscences and

Joss, a well-known pitcher of the Cleve- 
land American League baseball team, 
died at his home here.at 1:45 o'clock this 
mofning. Death was due to tubercular 
meningitis, from which he had been a 
sufferer since last Sunday. Joss was 31 
years old. He is survived by a widow and 
two childrén. >He was a _thirty-second 
degree Mason and a member of the Mystic 
Shrine. 

The Cleveland American League team 
was here last Sunday, and at that time 
Joss made it known to Charles Somers, 
owner of the Cleveland Club, that he was 
not feeling well. At that time it was 
thought that Joss’s condition was not 
seriotIs. He was confined to his home, 
however, and was under the care of Dr. 
George W. Chapman and a nurse. Joss’s 
condition grew gradually worse, but hopes 
for his ultimate recovery were held out 
until last. night, when his condition grew 
rapidly worse. He was conscious to the 
end, and spoke to his nurse a few min- 
utes before death. 

Joss joined the Cleveland 
League Club in 1903, under the 
nent. of William R. Armour, 
owher of the Toledo Club.

Cant. Lioyd, who will lead the chal- 
lengers, has been a successful devotee of 
the game ever since he left Sandhurst, 
and it is said 4hat.there is no more thor- 
ough master of the science, theory, and 
practice of polo than he. 

Capt. Lloyd’ is visiting this country for 
the first time, and is decidedly anxious to 
see a game of baseball, in connection with 
which he asked if amateurs played the 
game here.

DEMAND FISHING RIGHTS. 


Brooklyn Official Refuses Permits to 
Fish in Drinking Water. 


One Louis Rhead of Flatbush takes up 
the cudgels for the fresh-water fishermen. 
Some city official, in Rhead’s opinion, has 
exceeded his authority in prohibiting fish- 
ing in some of the supply pools and ponds 
which form part of the Brooklyn water 
works system. Here is what he says: 

Are you aware that there is splendid 
pickerel, bass, and trout fishing right close 
to the city in the various lakes and ponds 
on Long Island, which furnish drinking 


water under the control of the Brooklyn 
City Water Works? Furthermore, that 
you and I, as citizens and taxpayers, have 
a legal and legitimate right to fish in 
those waters so long as we do not pollute 
or act in an unsanitary manner while on 
or around the ponds. Do the 50,000 angling 
citizens round New York City know that 
the Fish Commissioners planted these 
game fishes with the taxpayers’ money 
ior the people's welfare and benefit? it 
is a fact that in Hempstead Pond at Rock- 
ville Centre, only twenty miles away, 
there are pickerel up to five pounds, 
small mouth bass up to six pounds weight, 
that in Massapequa ponds there are. big 
trout stocked by the State, therefore 
owned by the people. No official in of- 
tice, placed there by those ‘‘ higher up,” 
or by direct vote of the people as a pub- 
lic servant, employed in whatever capac- 
ity, receiving an income from the city 
funds, has any rights in law to stop a 
citizen and taxpayer from fishing until 
he commits a misdeed, 

A person holding office in the Brooklyn 
Water Works has just lately seen fit to 
stop issuing fishing permits under the 
faise assumption that angling pollutes 
the water. Brother anglers, we must get 
together, and bite, not bark, if necessary, 
by legal aid. 

Therefore, all those who want good fish- 
ing should at once make application for 
permits to Henry 8. Thompson, Commis- 
sioner, Department of Water Supply, 21 
Park Row, New_York City, inclosing 
stamp for reply. All those who receive a

- CONDITIONS OF TRADE. 


Commenting on general business condi- 
tions, Dun’s Review says: 

The trade movement is disappointingly slow 
notwithstanding the fundamentally sound in- 
dustrial and agricultural conditions. The ear- 
lier outlook of the year for increased activity 
has not been confirmed and reports from the 
largest trades are of recession rather than of 
progress. Yet so great are the daily needs of 
this immense nation that the volume of trans- 
actions is larger than the tone of the market 
reports would indicate. Outside of New York 
this volume of trade, as measured by bank 
clearings, is only 1.5 per cent. less than last 
year, while it is 8.6 per cent. larger than in 
i909. But as speculation is.more depressed 
than for many years, the clearings in New 
York are 11.1 per cent. under those of 1910 and 
0.2 per cent. less than in 1909. Railroad earn- 
ings in the first week of April increased 1.8 
per cent. over last Year. 

The dry goods markets are also quiet, with 
continued cotton mill curtailment, and with the 
wool trade affected by talk of tariff changes. 
The shoe trade is somewhat improved. But 
in spite of the immediate slowing down of 
general business, the basic economic conditions 
are steadily improving. Best of all is the ex- 
cellent outlook for the wheat crop. 

With the soil yielding its annual income of 
$7,000,000,000, with the international money 
markets able to finance any new requirements 
of legitimate business enterprise, with marked 
cheerfulness and confidence displayed abroad, 
and with our export trade expanding, the sit- 
uation is far better than the current trade re- 
ports reveal. The foreign commerce of the 
Port of New York in the latest week amounted 
to $34,488,872, against $32,691,413 in 1910, and 
$29,380,815 in 1909. The exports were $14,- 
405,165, or $5,678,542 under.the imports, against 
$13,402,988 in 1910, when the excess imports

tions and for further bargains. 

This hand-to-mouth buying means that specu- 
lation is absent—that stocks are being kept In 
eomfortable shape—all of which, added to the 
lower cost of foodstuffs, would suggest that 
fundamental conditions are favorable.

NEW HAVEN, April 14.—In the last 
annual report of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company an 
official estimate was made for the present 
fiscal year of a net increase of operat- 
ing expenses of $859,000 due to the ex- 
cess of increased wages over added pas- 
senger receipts. It is now stated au- 
thoritatively that the retrenchments of 
the last few weeks have been on a scale 
that for a year would nearly, if not quite, 
cover the wage additions. 

“While the econemies have muny of 
them been in the operating department, 
they also include some disccntinuance of 
improvements aid greatly reduced pur- 
chases of new matcrial.

The economies are the more 
significant, as they coine at a period of 
the year when the preparation for Sum.
